Notice to Property Owner Goncerning the Browntail Moth 


For the last three years the State of New Hampshire, 
in codperation with Federal authorities, has conducted a 
campaign to eliminate the browntail moth from New Hamp- 
shire as far as possible. The numbers of this pest have been 
greatly reduced. However, browntail webs are still to be 
found in some places. 

Funds are not available this winter for continuing 
the state-wide work of the last three years. Therefore, the 
necessary removal of webs on private property becomes the 
_ duty of the property owner. 

You are requested, therefore, to inspect trees on your 
property and to remove any browntail webs that may be 
present. This should be done before April 1. All webs 
removed should be carefully collected and destroyed by 
burning in a hot fire. Otherwise the caterpillars in them 
will emerge at the first warm weather. 

A description of the browntail web is given below.

DESCRIPTION OF BROWNTAIL MOTH WEB 


The winter web of the browntail moth is dark gray in 
- color and about the size of a hen’s egg. It is found at the 
tips of twigs and is tightly attached with silk. Usually one 
or two dead leaves are woven into the web. The webs occur 
on various hardwood trees, especially oak and apple, and to 
a less extent on elm, maple, and others. They do not occur 
on pines. The web is conspicuous all through the winter, 
while the trees have no leaves. The web must be cut off and 
burned in a hot fire, otherwise the caterpillars in the web 


will emerge at the first warm days of spring and begin 
feeding.

AUDITORS’ REPORT 


We have examined the accounts of the Selectmen, 
Town Treasurer, Town Clerk, Tax Collector, Treasurer 
of Trust Funds, and Highway Agent for the fiscal year 
ending January 31, 1938, and certify them to be correct 
with proper vouchers attached.

During the past year the additions to the library total 
129 volumes, classified as follows: Adult fiction 77; juve- 
nile fiction 25; adult non fiction 25 and juvenile non fiction 
2. Circulation now averages about 200 volumes per week. 
In addition to the periodicals which are provided by the 
library there have been gifts of magazines, including “Red 
Book,” “Collier’s,” “Saturday Evening Post,’ “Rotarian,” 
“Parent Teachers Magazine,” and “National Geographic.” 


The will of the late Emma Marston contains the follow- 
ing bequest :— “I give to the Town of North Hampton the 
sum of five hundred dollars to be kept as a permanent 
fund known as the “Edwin O. Marston Fund” and the 
income therefrom to be used to buy books of standard 
value for the Public Library of said Town’. This money 
has been deposited in the Amoskeag Savings Bank of 
Manchester and the income will be expended as directed in 
Miss Marston’s will. 


Six garden books have been given to the library by Miss 
Mary Faye Frost and an elaborate sterescopic outfit with 
a collection of pictures has been presented by Mrs Arthur 
L. Hobson. 


The total number of volumes in the library is now 
approximately 3,800; classified as follows: adult fiction 
1,850; juvenile fiction 390; adult non fiction 1,300; juvenile 
non fiction 85 and reference books 175.

In accordance with Chapter 146, Public Laws 1926, I 
hereby make my report as Chief Fire Warden of the Town 
of North Hampton for the year ending January 31, 1938. 

I expended during the year 1937 $61.70 for repairs on 
the Dodge Fire Truck. This truck is at the present time 
being reconditioned in accordance with a vote at the last 
Town Meeting and will be ready for service in the Spring. 
This truck should be very serviceable for forest fire work 
after the necessary repairs have been made. 

We have on hand at the present time the following 
equipment : 

(ne Seagraves Fire’ Engine purchased at a cost of 
$6,025. 

One Dodge Truck, (under repairs) 

1650 feet of 2% inch hose, 1000 feet of which was pur- 
chased in 1937. 
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600 feet of 1% inch hose, 200 feet of which was pur- 
chased in 1937. 

During the year I have also had repairs made on various 
small equipment putting it in first class shape. 

All hose not purchased in 1937 should be gradually re- 
placed in order to keep the department in first class con- 
dition. This can be accomplished by a slight increase in 
the annual appropriation and possibly we can, over a 
period of a few years, build our hose capacity to the point 
where we will have 2,500 feet of hose in good condition on 
hand at all times. 3

SCHOOL REPORT 


Seek PORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT

To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I, herewith, submit to you my eighth report as  super- 
intendent of your schools. 

The schools of North Hampton opened on September 8, 
1937 with an enrollment of eighty pupils, two more than 
the year previous. Ten of these pupils were at Little River, 
the rooms of the centre school having 18, 25, and 27 each. 

It is gratifying to note that the children of North Hamp- 
ton are taking full advantage of the school opportunity 
furnished them by the people of the district. The per- 
centage of attendance increased to 96 and the honor roll 
for perfect attendance increased from the nine of a year 
ago to twelve during 1936-1937. It is particularly pleasing 
that these twelve were in the two upper grades rooms, 
showing an increased spirit of application on the part of 
the pupils as they grow older. The number of tardinesses 
decreased from 27 to 23. : 

Mrs. Dolbec, who served: the school district of North 
Hampton previously, resigned as school nurse last June. 
Mrs. Eloise Sheehy of Newfields is now our nurse. Al- 
though she has been in the district but five months she has 
forwarded her report. I bespeak for it your careful reading. 

A school to perform its full duty, must develop all 
positive sides of a child’s possibilities. Latent abilities must 
be discovered and developed. Especially is this of impor- 
tance as the hours of labor shorten. Increased leisure must 
mean increased richness of life. Otherwise increased _lei- 
sure will be harmful rather than beneficial. 

It is for this reason that the study of music now receives 
greater attention in our schools. The purpose is not, neces- 
sarilv, to turn out unusual singers or expert musicians, 
but to so open the mind of each child that he may enjoy 
good music and understand something of its interpretation. 
With this purpose in mind, Mr. Wilson is placing in- 
creasing emphasis on music appreciaton. This should make 
of the pupils intelligent listeners. 
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As a further step forward increasing the contacts with 
values of real worth I am recommending to you the em- 
ploying of a teacher of art. Three of the seven towns of 
Union 21 are now served by such a teacher. I know that 
there are a number of children in the North Hampton 
schools who have ability in this type of work and who 
would not only enjoy it, but receive lasting value from it. 
As in music, again the object is not so much to develop 
artists as to create an ability of appreciation and_ possibly 
an avocation. The cost, when a teacher is employed in con- 
junction with other towns is small. 

Scholastically your schools are being held to standard by 
the same yardstick as in recent years. The same tests that 
are used nationally in all first class schools are given in 
North Hampton. They are accurate and vouch for. the 
work done. 

North Hampton is unusually fortunate in its teaching 
staff. Without exception the teachers are working earnestly 
for the welfare of the pupils. Their work is founded upon 
mutual respect between teacher and pupil. The parents 
realize this and are giving the teachers whole hearted sup- 
port. Mr. Paire’s interest in the boys extends beyond the 
school room activities, as is shown by the athletic teams 
and scout groups which he sponsors. Our schools, both 
Centre and Little River were never more “well organized” 
communities than at present. 

We are always interested as to the work of our graduates 
in secondary schools. Of the 53 marks earned during the 
first two marking periods by those entering Portsmouth 
last September from North Hampton, 48 were above 
passing grade. In other words 90% of the total marks are 
reported as satisfactory during the period of adjustment 
to a new environment. This rating will grow higher still 
as the pupils become accustomed to new teachers and new 
environment. 

The progressive schools of the nation are attempting to 
train children from the earliest grades, in accurate obser- 
vation and experiment. They are teaching the youngest 
pupils to use real information and accurate methods of 
thinking toward a better interpretation of their environ- 
ment. Heretofore, this has been impossible because no 
texts were available written in the limited vocabulary of 
the lower grades. All leading text book companies are now 
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publishing science subjects from the first grade through 
the eighth. The two functions mentioned above are served 
by these courses. I am recommending the gradual intro- 
duction of some complete course of this kind, preferably 
in the lower grades first and, as, they advance, into all 
grades. The expense would be little since we are continually. 
replacing readers under any plan. 

May I again express my thanks to the Roa! board. for 
continued help and guidance in the duties of my office. 
Such help must result in more STS work throughout 
the entire system. 3
